Chicago, Apr. 24.—When the 1934 
edition of A Century of Progress 
world’s fair throws its gates open 
on May 26, the south end of the 
grounds dominated by automotive 
buildings and exhibits is certain 
to hold a greater lure for visitors 
than last year’s exposition, at- 
tracting several millions more 
people to this section.

Gather Forces 
For Fight on 
Railroad Cuts 


Washington, Apr. 24.—-Fighting 
to forestall one of the most dras- 
tic developments yet to appear on 
the competitive horizon, the Na- 
tional Code Authority for the 
trucking industry today is mar- 
shaling facts and figures to com- 
bat a general lowering of railroad 
rates in America’s most highly 
industrialized area. 

Specifically, it has asked all for- 
hire truck operators in official 
territory to file their intrastate 
and interstate rate and _ tariff 
minima with their respective 
State code authorities. 

On the basis of this informa- 
tion, the National Code Authority 
will oppose the report now before 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission that all railroads in of- 
ficial territory be allowed to re- 
duce their rates on commodity 
shipments to meet competitive 
levels. Official territory includes 
that area bounded on the south 
by the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
and east of the Mississippi. It 
also includes West Virginia and 
all of the State of Virginia except 
south of the line of the Virginian 
Railway. 

The terms of the proposal now 
before the ICC would permit

Parking Code in Effect 

Madison, Wis., Apr. 24.—The 
State code for the motor vehicle 
storage and parking industry be- 
came effective with its publica- 
tion Apr. 18. It provides for a 
minimum rate of pay for em- 
ployes, except mechanical work- 
ers, of $15 per week in cities over 
500,000 and $14 per week in cities 
of less population. The code bans 
as unfair trade practices mis- 
leading advertising, free service, 
secret rebates, premiums and use 
of coupon books other than for 
full face value.

Washington, Apr, 24.—Motor 
vehicle sales in Mexico during 
the first quarter of 1934 gained 
slightly over the preceding three 
months and were 200 per cent 
above those of the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1933, according to 
a report to the Commerce De- 
partment.
